half the original amount. 


Washington sprang into the pub- 


lic eye when at the height of the 
Civil war Federal troops threat- 
ened Little Kock 
and it became 


necessary to move the state capitol.

slow retreat while the state records 
and offices were being removed to 
tin southwest, finally coming to 
)'cst in Hempstead county.
